ROYAL PALM BEACH, FL, REGARDING AN ELDERLY NEGLECT COMPLAINT. IT WAS LATER 
DETERMINED THAT THE VICTIM FOR THIS COMPLAINT WOULD BE THE STATE OF FLORIDA. 
UPON ARRIVAL I TALKED TO JACKIE ELLIS, ADULT PROTECTIVE SERVICES INVESTIGATOR 
(DCF) . DCF RECEIVED A COMPLAINT THAT READ AS FOLLOWS: AND SHHBHI 

ARE VULNERABLE ADULTS DUE TO MENTAL LIMITATIONS. THEY RANT AND SEEM TO BE OUT 
OF TOUCH WITH REALITY DURING CONVERSATIONS. ALSO COMPLAINS OF 

BACK PAIN. THERE ARE CONCERNS OF HOARDING IN THE HOME. AS OF 07/12/13, THERE 
IS HARDLY ANY ROOM IN THE HOME, GARAGE, AND BACK YARD DUE TO A COLLECTION OF 
MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS INCLUDING LARGE APPLIANCES, TRASH AND OTHER THINGS 
GATHERED FROM NEIGHBOR'S CURBSIDE. ON 07/12/13 AND AT LEAST ONCE A MONTH FOR 
THE PAST YEAR, THEIR CLOTHES APPEARED DIRTY AND FRAZZLED. THE CONDITIONS OF 
THE HOME AND THEIR MENTAL STATE HAVE GOTTEN PROGRESSIVELY WORSE OVER THE PAST

WE FIRST TALKED TO (WIFE) . TALKED TO US AT

WE ASKED IF HER HUSBAND, WAS HOME. SAID THAT HE WAS AND SHE

DISORGANIZED AND CLUTTERED WITH MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS (BOXES, REFRIGERATOR, 
TELEVISION, ETC) . THERE WAS A STRONG ODOR OF GARBAGE COMING FROM INSIDE OF 
THE HOUSE. A FEW MINUTES LATER ALSO CAME TO THE FRONT OF THE HOUSE. 

THIS INTERVIEW WAS CONDUCTED ON THE FRONT PORCH OF THE HOUSE, THIS COUPLE

IN ABOUT 13 MONTHS AGO. ACCORDING TO AND IS HAVING AN 

MRI PERFORMED IN THE NEXT FEW WEEKS TO DETERMINE A COURSE OF MEDICAL ACTION
